would bé better to have a concen- 
trated celebration which would be 
capable of impressing also the non- 
Jewish public, 

Mr. Janner replied that while “ ours 
will be a éentral function,” jt would 
not be the only one, since the Zionists 
were making their own preparations, 
and so were the youth organisations. 

Mr. F. M. Lanpau (United Syna- 
gogue) pointed to the example of the 

United States, where Mr. Herbert 
Lehman was heading a celebration 
committee, including both Zionists 
and non-Zionists, and Jews as well 
as non-Jews. 

The report, and the proposals that. 
it contained, was adopted. 


Foreign Affairs Report. 


The report of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee,: also presented by Mr. 
Janner, its Chairman, dealt mainly. 
with the position of Jewry in Eastern 
Europe and in Morocco. The com- 
mittee was still of the opinion that 
there was no improvement in the 
situation in. the Soviet Union which 
would “* justify a new approach at the 
present juncture.” 
problem of the approximately ten 
thousand close  rélatives—-husbands 
and wives, parents and children—-who 
still remained separated from one 
another because of the refusal of the 
Rumanian Government to allow their 
reunion in Israel (to which 
members: of those broken families 
had emigrated earlier), Mr, -Janner 
stated that “in the eyes of the 
Rumanian.

The generous help 
given to Moroccan Jews by such 
organisations as the Joint, Ort, Ose, | 
and Alliance Israélite, can but slightly 
alleviate their position, but cannot 
cure it, Emigration on a fair. scale 
remains, therefore, a vital necessity for 
the Jewish community in Morocco, 


even if there is no persecution or dis- 


crimination of an organised nature, 
and here the Government places great 
dfficulties in the way of would-be 
emigrants. The number of Jews who 
succeeded in leaving Morocco during 
recent months is ‘smaller than. the 
natural increase by the large birth- 
rate among Jews in that country.” 


Vital Article 


Mr. Janner. quoted ‘from the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights the vital. article, “ Everyone 
has the right to leave any country 
and added: “ We 
urgently appeal to the Moroccan 
Government, which has shown wisdom . 
in so many other matters, to carry 
out this article in letter and spirit.” 
The Board, he concluded, was in touch 
with other Jewish organisations in 
pursuing that matter, 

Mr. H. A. GOopMAN, (Union 
of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations), 


gaid that. it should be placed on record 


that of the five Jewish bodies which 
recognised by the 
Nations—and, consequently, also. by 
the Soviet. Union—three had been.

lacks in realism the Foreign Office 
makes up for in consistency, and 
once again during this week, but

at the expense of Israel's territory. 


It is obvious that the ruse has 
failed. The Israelis are entitled to

The Summit Conference (though 


at the time of writing the final 
communiqué has not been issued) 
appears to have rejected decisively 
the Turko-British suggestion, and 
we can only hope, for the sake of 
Britain’s good name, that the stupid- 
ity. which was fesponsible for this 
plan will not be repeated. Public 
opinion in this country, as a recent 
Gallup poll has shown, and in 
Western Europe is beginning to 
think anew on foreign affairs, and 
it is to be hoped that the Foreign 
Office will atleast keep abreast of 
the times. The question the 
Middle East is: fundamentally. the 
same as that in. the West. .

The difficulty is that 
no one really knows the answer to 
that crucial question. © There is, 
however, a growing sympathy for 
the point of view expressed by 
Professor Kennan in his Reith 
Lectures, about which Professor 
Beloff writes on the opposite page, 
that at least a serious attempt 
should be made to test.

I 
was afraid that. this might mean 
the end of the school, and I decided 
to stay in London, taking a class 


of just ten’ boys with the express 


purpose of keeping the name and 
address of the shoo! alive.. 


‘After the war we increased our 
activities, and early in 1946 we had 
some 300 pupils attending the 
housed. in our own 
premises at 2 Ambhurst Park, N.16. 
The children of our 
school achieved remarkable success 
in their junior scholarship examina- 
tions, and we soon realised that 
we were doing only “ half-a-job” 
if these pupils had to leave our 
school and continue their studies 
elsewhere. We were amazed at 
this time to. find the average English 
child to be extremely good. educa- 
tional. material. This made our 


task much easier and gave us

THE TORCH TORAH

T was the advance of civilisa- 
tion that brought with it the 
interdependence of man. 

Primitive man could rely: on his 
own efforts in every sphere of his 
activities. He was his own farmer, 
labourer, baker, tailor, shoemaker, 
and so on. The more 
civilised man became the more he 
became dependent on his fellow- 
man’s labour and efforts for the 
most elementary essentials of life.

He does’ not ask us for 
a moment to take Soviet propa- 
ganda at its face value, and to 
abandon our defences. He is not 
a latter-day “ appeaser.” His thesis 
is simply that with either side 
having the power to annihilate the 
other, both are likely to show 
sufficient rationality not willingly 
to provoke such a finale to world 


history, and that therefore the com- 


petition between East and West has 
been transferred already very 
largely to the political plane. Both 


Sides have an interest in seeing it 


remain there; and we cannot and 
should not refuse to explore even 
the limited hopes of agreement on 


selected issues which such a situa-— 


tion permits. In addition, more of 
our energy should be spent on 
remedying the admitted weaknesses

But perhaps the injunction urging 
the beautifying of the mitzvah is 
best illustrated by the Museums 
outstanding collection of Chanucah 
lamps. The collection comprises 
over fifty lamps of varying shapes, 
from all parts of the world, rang- 
ing in size from tiny model toy 
lamps (which must have delighted 
the hearts of little Jewish boys and 
girls of the nineteenth century) to 
the massive Menorah traditionally 
used in the synagogue. 
“Most of the lamps are of silve:, 
but there are many in_ brass, 
bronze, copper, and pewter. There 
is, in particular, one rather peculiar- 
Jooking lamp made from strange 
bits of material decorated with an 
assortment of’ jewellery, including 
fancy .shoe-buckles! This lamp

was presented in 1909 by Jews’ Col- 
lege to the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Her- 
mann Adler (1839-1911) in honour

is one made of soapstone, which 
was found in Bokhara, and .:is 
believed to be very ancient.

A somewhat amusing. lamp of 
silver, made in Italy in 1840, has 
the appearance of a Punch and 
Judy show. One can well imagine 
with what joy the children of this 
nineteenth-century Italian Jew must 
have gazed at the Chanucah lights 
twinkling in this. delightful and 
charming little lamp. 

Another lamp. of particular 

interest is the one made in Holland 
in the form of a silver box, dated 


1726, which is a portable type and 


obviously made for travelling. 
Here, indeed, is evidence that even 


the difficulties of eighteenth-century © 


travel were overcome by. the 
ingenuity of one of our forebears 
in his enthusiastic observance of 
the Chanucah celebration.

“Short of 
the entry of Soviet troops into this 
area, there is nothing that could 
happen there that would be worth 
the cost of a world war.

These, it will be seen, are mainly 
negative prescriptions. 
Central Europe, the armed forces 
of East and West already face each 
other so that “disengagement” 


can only be achieved by formal | 
agreement, in the Middle East they 


are not there yet. So Professor 
Kennan suggests a line of action 
that would make it less likely that 


the Russians would want to intro-

suggest an agreement. about 


“ neutralisation,” or the limitation — 


of. arms deliveries, presumably 
because it would be hard to police, 
and because Professor 
knows that the Russians will not 
keep an agreement. that does not 
suit them..

‘SEATTLE, Washington 


N the north-west corner of the 
United States lies the city of 


Seattle, in the State of Washing- 


ton. Its 10,000-strong Jewish com- 


munity, out. of a total population 
of 500,000, is probably the best 


organised (particularly from the 
religious point of view) on the 
whole west coast. 

The community has a Jewish day 
school. The first eight grades—up to 
the age of thirteen—can spend half a 
day learning Hebrew and the 
remainder in secular studies, 
present time the school has about a 
150 children and the numbers are rising 
steadily, After graduating from the 
day school. the pupils can attend 
Talmud Torah or yeshiva each even-
